GOOD guy. A great communicator who never meets a 
stranger, nor considers himself better than anyone. Rick 
serves his clients personally; he doesn’t contract out the 
work that needs to be done. He is directly involved in 
their management whether it be burning, cruising, timber 
harvesting, etc. he is right there in the mix always doing 
what is in the best interest of his clients. 

Rick is very family-oriented; you won’t be around him 
long before you hear him talk about his dear wife Ellen, 
daughter Rebekah and his son-in-law Dan. He is a faithful
